PROCEDURAL ORDER 

On November 4, 2005, the Arizona Public Service Company (“APS”) filed an application 

with the Arizona Corporation Commission (“Commission”) for a rate increase and to amend Decision 

No. 67744 (April 7,2005). 

On November 9, 2005, the Commission opened a docket to investigate the unplanned outages 

during 2005 at the Palo Verde Nuclear Power Generating Station. The Commission also opened a 

docket to audit the he1 and purchased power practices and costs of APS. 

On January 3 1,2006, APS filed an Amended Application. 

By Procedural Order issued September 18, 2006, the above-referenced matters were 

consolidated.

At the conclusion of the hearing, the parties were ordered to submit their initial briefs by 

anuary 22,2007, and reply briefs by February 5,2007.

Vlotion, and Arizonans for Electric Choice and Competition, Mesquite Power L.L.C., Southwestern 

’ower Group 11, L.L.C., and Bowie Power Station, L.L.C. support Staffs Motion. 

Good cause has been shown and accordingly, Staff Motion should be granted.
